How an Impromptu ‘Fitrtation Was 
Stopped. 

For some time past there has been 
more or less complaint about young 
girls walking the principal streets at 
unseemly hours and making them- 
selves unduly familiar with men that 
they chanced to meet. Some of these 


Young Men’s Christian Association to 
consider the condition of the enterprise 
was held Tuesday evening» as an- 
nounced. 

M. L. Wicks was called to the chair 

and thé board of directors made a full 
report of the situation. On motion it 
was decided to give the report to the 
papers for the information of all citi- 
zens. The report was as follows: 
To the Contributors to the Young Men’s 
Christian Association Building: The 
board of directors who now have in 
charge the care and completion of the 
building feel that the emergency is 
such as to demand from them a plain 
statement to tbe contributors of the 
condition of the funds and the danger 
threatening the property. 

The condition in brief is this: The 
mortgage debt is $35,000, floating debt 
$5000, and it will require $20,00 0to com- 
plete the building. 

The immediate. emergency arises 
from the fact that on or before April 
Ist the following amounts must be 
raised: On mortgage, $2500; on inter- 
est due and previously advanced, 
$2600; on floating debt, with interest, 
‘about $5000; total amount, $10,100. 

This money cannot be borrowed on 
the building, and there .are no re- 
sources from which it can come. Tbe 
Second-street property is not here ac- 
counted as among the assets, because 
only a part of it can be wisely sold— 
probably not more than enough to pay 
the mortgage on that pfOperty. There 
are unpaid pow sot about $5000 on 
the books. Of this not over $2000 can 
be collected, and that will be very 
slow, as great effort has been made to 
collect closely during several months 


ast. 

The board has consulted very broad- 
‘ly with citizens of Los Angeles and 
feels certain that there is noone or 
more who are in a position and at the 
same time willing to advance this $10,- 
100 needed this spring. They could 

scarcely be asked todo it. We seem, 

therefore, to be driven to the raising 

ot the money by subscription or the 
surrender of the building 

To surrender this building is to sell 
it at a very low figure, at a forced sale 
price. ‘The lot is very valuable and 

the building is thoroughiy well built, 

and under the- Most unfavorable cir- 
cumstances it will sell for enough to 

méet all liabilities, but not much more. 

The sale of the building would be the 
death blow to the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association as an important factor 
in Los Angeles. No proposition to 

erect another building by popular sub- 
scription could be made again for 
many years, and the work of the asso- 
ciation would be, as it has been, en- 

ulrely inadequate to meet the great 

need. The loss of the building would 
be a blow to the credit of the city, as it 
would be the most marked instance of 
loss in the history of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association throughout the 

world, and it would obtain the widest 
publicity. 

The loss of this building would be a 


4 most. disastrous precedent for all such 
public enterprises tht city and 
throtighout thern California. On 


‘the contrary, to raise the debt in these 
times would be an expression of the. 
real energy of this city and the proper 
faith in its future. 

The raising of this debt means a 
work for young men and boys in the 
promotion of manhood equal to that 
of anycityin the country of equal 
size, and: worthy of our opportunity 
here. ‘she raising of this debt 
means the removing of this enterprise 
trom the way of other worthy entér- 
prises for the benefit of Los Angeles— 
in short, it means a glorious victory in 
hard times instead of a disastrous and 
complete defeat. 

From these considerations it is plain 
that our decision must be to save the 
building if possible. Some things that 
are desirable are not possible. Ils it 
or to save the buiiding? We be- 

ieve that it is, and that the method 
can be clearly outlined: : 
The mortgage can be carried after 
the completion of the building indefi- 
nitely, as the increase will be just 
about equal to the interest. If, there- 
fore, we can provide for the final pay- 
ment of the mortgage this will cease to 
beadanger. Itis felt, therefore. that 
a subscription of $35,000 worth of 
clear real estate, éstimated conserva- 
tively by such a committee as Messrs. 
A. E. Pomeroy, T. Bixby and J.S. 
Slauson, would be a provision for the 
mortgage. Certainly, in these times, 
it wou'd not seem an impossibility to 
secure this amount of real estate to be 
held and sold as it could be from time 
to time to apply upon the mortgage 
debt. It is proposed, as the tirst step, 
to undertake to raise that amount ot 
real estate between January Ist and; 
February 10th, on condition that 
$25,000 in cash subscription shall be 
raised ou or before March 15th. : 
The second step—the securing of 
$25,000 in cash subscriptions in these 
times—is a large undertaking, as largé 
as is practicable, but it is beiieved not 
impossible, provided the real-estate 
shall have been first secured to care 
or the mortgage. Without the first 
condition met the second step is im- 
possible. | 
We have called this meeting to pre- 
sent the facts and to secure your ac- 
tion upon the plans proposed to meet 
the emergency. 

We recommend that, as the repre- 
sentatives of those whose gifts have 
entered into this enterprise, we decide: 

First—To undertake to save the 
building. 

Second—In detail we recommend: 
(a) Thata real-estate subscription be 
raised to.secure $35,000 worth by Feb- 
ruary 10th, conditioned upon securing 
$25,000 in cash subscription ‘by March 
15, 1890; (b) Thatin case the real es- 
tate is secured, a cash subscription be 
raised to secure the $25,000 in cash 
“subscription to meet the condition 
upon the real estate on.or before March 
15, 1890.

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“WOMAN AND HOME 


The Ordinary Kitchen. 
‘We took a peep last week into the 
complete and admirable kitchen of the 
| Vanderbilt mansion. It was no easy 
matter to leave if without turning af 
covetous eyo in the direction of some 
of its conveniences, such as we miss 
from tho kitchens of our. every-day 
homes. Iam fully persuaded that the 
average architect does not give the 
thought that he ought to this most es- 
sential room of the hoyse. We have not 


grown entirely away from the old idea 
that it matters little if the kitchen is 
nothing more than a bare workshop 
without any particular conveniences or 
attractions, 

‘Let us look for a moment into a 
representative kitchen of other than 
our woaltbier classes.

Pineapples 
raised at home are far superior to 
those grown abroad, for the reason 
that the imported ones are picked 
when green and are full of fiber, while 
those allowed to ripen on the plant are 
sweet and delicious and destitute of 
fiber. It wns never be profitable to 
raise pineapples either here or in Cali- 
fornia for shipment, but for home use

It is not often that one sees anything 
at all favorable to silver in the eastern 
papers, bug of late an impression ap- 
pears to have got abroad there that the 
West is bound to make itself felt on 
this question, and that it would be 
wiser to make at least a reasonable 
concession, rather than wait until we 
are able to take perhaps even mure 
than we now ask. a 
Among eastern jourhals which have 
hitherto taken a very narrow view of 
the’ silver question .is the Boston 
Journal. In a recent issue of thas 
paper, a correspondent makes.-the fol- 
lowing inquiry:.

our product of silver to help the producers | 
of silver, than it is to take two-fifths of the 
cloth, boots and shoes, cotton; wheat, po- 
tatoes, iron or steel at a fixed price to help 
the producers of these or any other com- 
modity that we may produce? 

Taking up this question, the Boston 
Journal makes the following editorial 
comment upon it, which is interesting, 
as showing that at least a partial con- 
version has taken place on the silver 
question. It is evident that the Journal 
grasps at Secretary Windom’s sug- 
gestion as an escape from what it con- 
siders the greater evil of compulsory 
coinage. Still, it is refreshing to find 
so much conceded by a journal which 
has hitherto been a confirmed gold 
organ: 

Our correspondent’s question betrays a 
misapprehension of the situation. Silver 
is a commodity, like the objects which he 
names, but it is something more. It is 
legitimate coin. It has an_ established 
place in our currency. Under proper con- 
ditions and within necessary restrictions, it 
is desirable if not indispensable as coin, be- 
cause there is not enough gold produced to. 
serve that purpose. Experience has de- 
monstrated that a certain quantity of silver 
coin, even at the present ratio, will p 
current, and that a still larger quantity of 
paper, based on silver coin, will freely 
circulated. In round numbers, about sixty 
million silver dollars and two hundred and 
seventy-eight millions of silver certificates 
are in circulation, yet gold has not been 
driven out, and the certiticates which call 
for gold and those which call for silver cir- 
culate interchangeably. Our vast mate- 
rial development and the needs of our 
increasing business call for an ample 
currency, and the steady withdrawal of 
bank notes emphasizes the call, and would 
occasion a disastrous scarcity of money, if 
provision were not made forit. We have 
to do, then, to quote a tamiliar 


phrase, 
“with a condition, not.a theory.” 


The 


our currency. At present ucder the upera- 
tion of the compulsory-coinage law, we are 
buying $2,000,000 worth of silver bullion 
every month? and coining it into light- 
weignt silver dollars, the Government 
taking about 359 cents of every doliar as 
“profit.” This transaction cannot be de-’ 
fended on its ethical side, for in a private: 
individual we should not describe the mar- 
gin as “protit,” but as plunder. These silver 
dollars, as fast as coined, go into the Treas- 
ury vaults and stay tnere. Secretary 
Windom’s plan contemplates the repeal of 
the compuisory coinage law and the cessa- 
tion of coinage. The certificates which he 
proposes to issue against deposits of silver 
bullion would be exchangeable at the hoild- 
er’s option for silver dollars or for gold dol- 
lars’ worth of silver bullien, dollar for} 
dollar. The advantage which the silver 
men would kave under this plan would 
be that they could always sei! their silver at 
whateyer the market price might be, but 
they would get no more for it bere in paper 
certificates than a like quantity of the 
metal would bring in gold in London. The 
Secretary’s discretionary authority to stop 
i silver certificates against 1- 
ion at any time—eve 
—would operate asa check upon speculat- 
ive movements, This plan, we are free to 
say, impresses us as a great improvement 
upon the existing system and as a practical 
way out of the difficulties of the silver 
question, 


WHAT THE CONGRESSIONAL DI- 
RECTORY SHOWS. 


The latest issue of the Congressional 
Directory contains the names of more 
than 400 members. With the new 
States, there are 412 members of, the 
two houses. The Directory contains 
some interesting information. 

There are many soldiers in both 
branches of Congress, the proportion 
among southern members being espe- 
cially large. Two-thirds of the mem- 
bers of the two houses from the South- 

ern States served in the Confederate 

army. There are 87 men among the 

Northern Senators and Representatives 

who saw service in the army and navy 

of the Union. 

The large prdportion of the foreign 

element, which is a characteristic fea- 

ture of Gur municipal and State poli- 

tics, disappears almost entirely when 
we come to Congress. Only 20 of the 
400 mémbers of Congress are of foreign 
origin. :Only nine States can say that 
their entire Congressional delegations 
were born within their borders. One 
of these is Maine. Among the others 
are New Hampshire and Rhode Island. 
Only three of Michigan’s delegation of 
13 were born within that State, and 


entire delegations of lowa, Minnesota, 
Nebraska, Colorado, North and South 
Dakota, Montana, Washington, Ore- 
gon, Texas, California and Nevada 
were born either in other States or 
foreign countries. | 

Mr. Wolcottof Colorado, a son of the 
Bay State, is the youngest Senator. He 
is 41. The oldest Senators are Messrs. 
Morrill of Vermontand Payne of Ohio, 
who are nearly 80. Mr. Magner of 
Brooklyn, who is 29, is believed to be 
the youngest member of the Housei, 
The oldest in years, as well as in point 
of service, is the venerable Judge Kel- 
ley of Pennsylvania. ;

Horses. 
{Robert Bonner in S. F. Report. | 

“My opinion about California as a 
training ground for horses and Cali- 
fornia’s methods of training have 
changed considerably within the past 
five years. A 3-year-old in California 
is much further advanced than an 
eastern 3-yeur-old. Here they breed 
so that the colt can be dropped eithér 
in January or February. Our severe 
climate prevents this. A colt dropped 
East in winter would, in all likelihood, 
suffer from the cold weather. Eastern 
colts are bred so as.to be dropped 
about May. If they were foaled in the 
winter season, with our extreme tem- 
peratures, it would likely mean 
death to the colt. Then, again, the 
California colt can be worked the 
whole season, while East the season 
during which the colt can be trained is 
much shorter. The climate and the 
length of the working season in Cali- 
fornia are peculiar advantages in its 
favor for developing early trotters. 
‘As the twig is bent the tree’s in- 
clined.’’ Start when the horse is young 
and develop the trotting action. But 
don’t overdo the business. Senator 
Stanford’s plan, I believe, is to work 
the youngsters a little every day, but 
never to exhaust them. The colt or 
filly is thus gradually worked up to 
the very highest notch without any 
severe strain. | 

California’s climate stands yous trot- 
ting stock in good stead. Here you 
bave from six to eight months with 
only a very little rain. In the East we 
have a horse, say that can trot in 2:20. 
We want him to lower that record® On 
Wednesday we give him a mile in 2:35, 
and on Thursday one in 2:30, to “stay' 
him up,’’ as horsemen say, but when 
| Saturday comes the chances are that 
‘the rain is coming down in torrents and 
the attempt has to be put off, and on 
the next occasion the horse has to be 
keyed up again. 


Ostrich Farms. 

In a recent compilation an exchange 
gives the number of ostriches on dif- 
ferent farms in Southern California. 
One hundred, or near that number, are 
on the Anaheim farm north of that 
town, 150 at San Diego, 47 at Norwalk, 
40 at Los Feliz, 8 at Santa Ana, and 15 
scattered. This makes a total of 360 
ostriches in California, and they are
